"These  [the  students]  are  the 
future  leaders  of  our  communities.  They  have  things  to  say,  and 
as  a  writing  teacher,  I  help  them  find  powerful  ways  to  say  what's 
important  to  them,"  said  Sytsma.  Professor  Sytsma  said  she  has 
always  loved  English  since  grade  school,  and  the  only  thing  that  kept 
changing  was  what  age  level  she  wished  to  teach  at.  If  you're  ever 
lucky  enough  to  have  Professor  Sytsma  as  one  of  your  professors 


while  you're  here  at  Elmhurst,  she  has  some  qualities  she  looks  for  in 
students.  Mainly  that  the  student  is  intellectually  curious,  enthusiastic  j 
about  learning  and  experiencing  new  things.  And  willing  to  learn  to  j 
revise  a  rough  draft  earns  brownie  points.  Her  favorite  memory  of 
teaching  at  Elmhurst  thus  far  has  been  her  involvement  in  the  service 
learning  program.  She  has  been  to  Africa  twice  now  to  work  for  an 
agency  focused  on  AIDS  and  she  says  the  experience  has  significantly 
changed  her  teaching.  "It  was  my  way  of  answering  our  class
